USXB Eec omm ended Target Coverage 


Ass umptions: It is assumed that reconnaissance coverage will 
continue over Faos at present levels and that no restriction will he 
olaced on aerial or surface reconnaissance conducted on or over 
international waters adjacent to North Vietnam. 

Target Coverage: It is essential that airborne imagery reconnaissance 
be conducted over North Vietnam as follows: 


a. It is necessary to maintain coverage of selected 
indicator targets 1 ^ and the EMZ, as often as weather and 
operational factors permit, during the initial period of a 
truce un til we are confident of North Vietnam's probable 
military posture as well as during any subsequent period 

in which other sources indicate the possibility of significant 
change in that military posture. 

b. IT or the same reasons, it is necessary to maintain 
at least weekly coverage of selected highways, railways, and 
border areas of the Panhandle south of 20° north. 

c. It is also necessary to obtain weekly coverage of 
selected high priority railyards and ports (to include related 
air defense facilities) in the northern segment of North Vietnam 
which could give pre -operational evidence of the introduction 

of surface-to-surface missiles or other weapons into North 
V ietnam. 

d. IT or the remainder of North Vietnam, at least twice 
monthly coverage cf military and logistical targets to support 
intelligence assessments of the nature and extent of any buildup 
in other areas of North Vietnam.
